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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-11 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

References cited in the Information disclosure Statement filed on 12/02/2003, are 
made of record. 

Specification 

The first paragraph of specification needs amendment to indicate the copending 
application 10/140,54 is now US Patent No. 6,790,846. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 and 8-11 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Following apply. Any claim not specifically rejected is 

rejected as it is a dependent claim on a rejected claim and shares its indefiniteness. 

1. Recitation of "each R 2 in claim 1 renders claiml and its dependent claims 
indefinite as it is not clear what is intended. Formula I has only one R 2 and only 
one choice. Deletion of "each" is suggested. 

2. In claim 2 recites " G s" . Its replacement with "G is" suggested. 

3. Claim 3 lacks consistency in the recitation of alkyl. Note in claim 1, an alkyl 
choice is a "lower alkyl" not "alkyl". An appropriate correction is needed. 
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4. Claim 8 depends on a unknown claim 21. An appropriate correction is needed. 

Also note a semicolon before and. An appropriate correction is needed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 7 is allowed. Claims 1-6 and 8-11 would be allowable, barring finding of 
any prior art in a subsequent search, if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. Said 
claims would be allowable since prior art search in the relevant art area yielded nothing 
teaching or suggesting the variously substituted isoxazolone compound of formula I with 
phenyl and pyrimidinyl substituents in isoxazolone core, composition, and the method of 
use embraced in the instant claims.
